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Canola, Is A New Crop For Coffee County

Oil seed rape ranks as the fourth 
or fifty most important worldwide 
source of vegetable oil. The varieties 
low in both erucic acid and glucosin- 
olates (referred to as double-low) are 
what we call Canola. Canola oil is 
well known among health food folks 
as canola oil is lower in unsaturated 
fats than any other cooking oil on 
the market. Canada is the world 
leader in Canola oil exports. 

Years ago farmers grew rape in 
this area for the greens, much like 
mustard and turnips. So Calola 
grows well here, but because of a 
lack of market little research has 
been done with this crop in Ala- 
bama. There is now a market for Ca- 
nola. USDA predicts there will be 
385 million pounds of Canola im- 
ported into the U.S. in 1991, 

At this point Canola production 
looks very promising. However, cau- 
tion should be used anytime anew 
crop is grown, and Canola is new to 
all of us. Last year less than 100 
acres of Canola were grown in ala- 
bama and this year there will be 
about 3000 acres planted. I am ex- 
pecting about 200 acres to be planted 
in Coffee County. * 

Seed can be purchased from most 
of our agribusiness dealers in Coffee 
County. The spring type planted in 
the fall works best in Coffee County. 
Several varieties are on the market. 


Allelix has a variety called Delta and 
both Calgene and Cargill have varie- 
ties out this year that will be about 
equal in yield. 

Seeding rate is 6 to 7 pounds of 
seed per acre. Heavier seeding de- 
lays harvest. 

Planting dates in Coffee County 
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SHORTENING 


are October 1 - November 10, Opti- 
mum is October 1 - 25, 

Soil test should be medium to 
high for phosphorus and potassium. 
Normally, 50 to 60 pounds of phos- 
phorus and 60 to 90 pounds of potas- 
sium will be needed for canola. One 
hundred pounds per acre of nitrogen 
are needed (40 to 50 pounds nitrogen 
per acre at planting, 50 pounds per 
acre about 45 days after emergence 
and 60 pounds about 90 days after 
emergence). Canola also needs 10 - 
15 pounds of sulfa and 1 - 1,5 
pounds of boron per acre at planting, 
especially on sandy soils. 

Canola needs well drained soils. 
good seed bed preparation is neces- 
sary. A grain drill with a fine seed 
attachment and press wheels is best. 
If your drill does not have press 
wheels, a cultipacker should be used 
at planting. Seed depth is critical. 
One fourth to one half inch is opti- 
mum, Seed depth should be no more 
than one-half inch on clay and one 
inch on sandy soils, 

Treflan pre-plant is the only la- 
beled herbicide at this time. With 
good canopy cover weeds should not 
be too big of a problem in the win- 
ter. Wild radish seems to be the 
problem weed. , 

_ Canola appears to be very sensi- 
tive to herbicide carryover. Some 
carryover effects have been seen 
from Scepter, Pursuit, Classic and 
triazine herbicides used on corn. 

Methyl Parathion is the only in- 
secticide labeled for use at this time. 
Aphids in the spring are the major 
pest. As this crop develops more her- 
bicides and insecticides will receive 
labeling. 

So far, few diseases or pests have 
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affected Canola in Alabama. Howev- 
er, as this crop advances so will the 
diseases and pests. At least a two- 
year rotation is recommended. This 
crop could work into a peanut rota- 
tion. However, some diseases (scler- 
otinia) on peanuts may be increased 
by canola. We just don't know yet. 

Winter kill could be a problem if 
temperatures go below 10 degrees F. 

Harvest time in Coffee County 
should be in early to mid-May if 
planted on time. Canola harvesting 
likely will be a challenge for the 
first-time growers, as the seed are 
very small. On mature plants they 
are easily shattered. The combine 
recl must be slowed to reduce this 
problem. To avoid excessive losses, 
Canola should be harvested soon af- 
ter maturity, 

Yields have been form 35 to 80 
bushels per acre. A good on-farm ex- 


pectation is 35 to 40 bushels per 
acre, 

Market price has run from $5.50 
to $6.50 per bushel and is expected 
to be around $6.00 in 1991, 

Canola oil is being manufactured 
in both Chattanooga, Tennessee, and 
Augusta, Georgia. Our closest buy- 
ing points now are Arlington, Ala- 
bama, and Campbellton, Florida. 
Headland, Alabama may soon have a 
buying point. 

The future looks good for this 
new crop. Canola has a yield com- 
parable to wheat but has twice the 
sale value. Our growers need some 
added cash flow in the spring. Scien- 
lists and growers are encouraged by 
what they have learned so far. But 
there are a few unanswered ques- 
tions yet, and I think our growers 
should proceed with caution. 


USDA Announces 1991 Wheat Program Acreage 


Reduction Percentages 


Secretary of Agriculture Claton 
Yeutter today announced a tentative 
projection for the 19991 wheat 
acreage reduction program (ARP), 

“I understand the difficulties 
wheat farmers face when they do not 
get clear signals from Washington 
on how much land will be idled. I 
will focus as much light on it as pos- 
sible in the absence of a farm bill,” 
said Secretary Yeutter. 

Announcement of the final 1991 
wheat program cannot be made until 
the farm bill is completed. “Given 
the two versions passed by Con- 
gress, maximum ARP requirements 
will likely be 10 to 20 percent and 
the numbers will be affected by loan 
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rate provisions which are ultimately 
approved as part of the 1990 farm 
bill.” 

“I can give our wheat farmers this 
guarantee; We will use the export 
enhancement program to make sure 
American wheat is competitive in 
world markets, We have EEP initia- 
tives in 41 countries. We have EEPs 
available in every wheat and flour 
market where our farmers face un- 
fair competition from the European 
Community,” said Secretary Yeutter. 

He added that, “USDA will con- 
tinue to urge these customers to buy 
U. S. wheat and assist such sales 
through the EEP and export credit 
guarantee programs.”

DRINKING WATER QUALITY

Before the late 1970's, most peo- 
ple believed that water coming from 
underground was pristine, having 
been cleansed by filtration through 
layers of rock and soil on its way 
from the surface to the well. 

That myth has long since been 
shattered, and now there is a national 
concermn--even horror stories--about 
what people have done and are still 
doing to the nation's water supply. 

Drinking water safety is gauged 
according to the number and concen- 
tration of contaminants the water 
contains. These contaminants (there 
are literally hundreds) can include 
industrial solvents, pesticides, met- 
als, detergents and other substances. 
This careless contamination of a nat- 
ural resource was conducted over 
decades, mostly out of ignorance-- 
people just didn't know any better or, 
for the most part, didn't care. 

Before the 1960's, practically no 
one gave much thought to spreading 
used motor oil on roads, dumping 
household paint solvents down the 
drain, dumping leftover pesticides 
on the ground or pouring manufac- 
turing chemicals into rivers. 

The problem of groundwater con- 
tamination does not rest with a few 
people or organizations. Practically 
everyone has shared to some extent 
in the contamination of surface and 
ultimately groundwater, and it will 
require everyone's efforts to solve 
the problem. 

Groundwater becomes contami- 
nated because it is replenished by 
surface water, And any surface water 
can, and often does, carry contami- 
nating substances down to the under- 
ground water supply. 

Will you join me in doing al! we 
can to protect our drinking water? 
More water is not being made. It is 
just recycled, 


SPRAYING WEEDS 


I was reading an article where 
there has been a weed sensor devel- 
oped in Australia that will spray only 
where needed. Sensors can distin- 
guish between weeds, crop residue 
and soil. Each spray nozzle is inde- 
pendently activated. The detection of 
the week and activation is virtually 
instantaneous. 

This new technology can mean 
that we can spray less herbicides and 
probably do a better job, thus reduc- 
ing the cost of spraying as well as 
lessening the possibility of contami- 
nation. The article .did not indicate 
the cost of this equipment. 


AZALEAS 

It seems that azaleas are suffering 
more from the drought than some of 
the other ornamental plants. Azaleas 
have a very shallow root system, 

I have checked several azalea 
plants that were dying or were dead, 
and the death could be attributed to 
the lack of water. Many of the root 
systems were just in the mulch layer. 
This layer dries out extremely fast. 
Without proper watering the azalea 
plant cannot live. Watering needs to 
be done slowly so that the ground

can absorb enough water to supply 
the root system, A mere sprinkling 
of the top of the ground is not 
enough to satisfy the water require- 
ments of these plants. 

If you have a plant that is wilted 
or suddenly all of the leaves turn 
brown, check your watering sched- 
ule. 


IS PEANUT HAY TOXIC TO 
CATTLE? 

Recently, I received a newsletter 
from an area in Georgia that grows a 
great deal of peanuts. As we do here, 
they put up quite a bit of peanut hay. 
The letter indicated they were en- 
couraging high nitrate levels in their 
peanut hay. Nitrates are usually en- 
countered in grass type crops that re- 
quire high nitrogen fertilization. Pea- 
nuts, being a legume, made this 
problem seem impossible unless 
they had put a great deal of nitrogen: 
on their peanuts which is not a com- 
mon practice. 

Grass crops such as sorghums and 
other similar crops receive an ex- 
tremely high amount of nitrogen, 


Therefore, during drought conditions 
nitrates can be locked in the stem of 
the plant once hay is cut and thus 
form a potentially dangerous situa- 
tion as far as nitrate poisoning. 

I had never heard of or encoun- 


. tered this problem before with any 


kind of legume hay. I checked with 
Aubum and no one up there had ever 
encountered this problem either. To 
determine if we indeed had a prob- 
lem with high nitrates in peanut hay, 
I took three samples from across the 
county. These samples were tested at 
the Auburn University Forage Test- 
ing Lab and the results were as fol- 
lows. The New Brockton sample 
tested 384 ppm. The Fairview sam- 
ple tested 218 ppm. The Kinston 
sample checked 315 ppm. It requires 
a level of 1500 parts per million to 
be toxic to cattle. Therefore, I would 
conclude that we have little or no 
problem as might have been indicat- 
ed. 

The main problem with peanut 
hay is pesticide residue which really 
makes it such that we are not sup- 
posed to feed it. the other problem is 
the lack of laves. But I know that 
most folks are going to feed peanut 
hay, and particularly in a year like 
this peanut hay becomes very impor- 
tant to many farmers since they have 
no other hay source due to the 
drought. 

If you have put up sorghum hay 
or some other type of hay that you 
feel might potentially have a nitrate 
problem, it ‘can be tested at the Au- 
burn University Forage Testing Lab 
for a small fee of around $5. Na- 
trates are a serious problem, 

If you have a sorghum type hay 
that you have put a great deal of ni- 
trogen fertilizer on either early in the 
year or throughout the year or partic- 
ularly boosted it in the latter part of 
the year, then you might have a ni- 
trate problem and I would have some 
tested.

POPCORN 

Has an old bag of popcorn lost its 
pop? You can easily freshen it. 

Popcorn dries out when exposed 
to air, So, restore the lost moisture 
by sprinkling about one tablespoon 
of water per pound of kernels. Cover 
the corn tightly and shake several 
times during the next 24 to 36 hours. 
Then store the popcorn in an airtight 
container to keep the moisture in, 
POTATO FACTS 

Some of you have perhaps won- 
dered if there's a.nutritional differ- 


ence between white potatoes and 
sweet potatoes, 

Sweet potatoes have about 50 per- 
cent more calories than white pota- 
toes. a white potato contains about 
20 caiories per ounce; a sweet potato 
has about 31 calories per ounce. So, 
a four-ounce baked white potato 
would have 80 calories, while the 
same amount of sweet potato would 
have 124 calories. 

You can see the major nutritional 
difference. The bright orange of the 
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sweet potato comes from carotene, ° 
which is converted by the body to vi- 
lamin A, Even a small sweet potato 
would provide more than toe Rec- 
ommended Dietary Allowance for 
vitamin A, White potatoes, on the 
other hand, have no carotene. 

_ Both supply some protein, a little 
iron, some B vitamins and some vi- 
tamin C. And both are good sources 
of potassium. 
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Florala police officers apprehend 
two Coffee County escapees

‘Grover Smith's and Joseph Dun- 
gan's ‘unauthorized furlough’ from 
the Coffee County Jail in Elba came 
to an end in the early hours Tuesday 
morning. 

Florala police officers, assisted by 
tracking dogs from the correction fa- 
cility in Atmore, captured the two 
approximately 14 miles north of Flo- 
rala on Al. Hwy. 54, 

According to Elha Police Investi- 
gator Randy White, the two escapees 
were first noticed by Florala police- 
men when the four wheel drive pick- 
up they were driving crossed the 
centerline of the road several times. 

When officers attempted to stop 
the vehicle, the truck and it occu- 
pants sped away with the police offi- 
cers in ‘hot pursuit’, 

Approximately 14 miles north of 
Florala on Hwy. 54 the two inmates 
jumped from the vehicle and ran to- 
ward a wooded area. 

Dungan was apprehended by the 
pursuing officers before making it 


into the woods, but Smith made it 
into the woods. 

Tracking dogs were called in 
from Atmore to assist in the search 
for Smith. He surrendered to officers 
shortly after the dogs arrived and be- 
gan the ‘hunt’, 

The truck that the two were on 
when apprehended was stolen from 
the Elba Country Club sometime 
Monday night. It reportedly belongs 
to Donald Smith of Elba. 

During their escape, the two had 
acquired some alcoholic beverages 
which accounted for the "staggering 
truck." Also, the pair had allegedly 
stolen a shotgun from a residence in 
Elba, some food from the Elba De- 
liverance Tabernacle and the Elba 
Country Club. 

Smith had the shotgun in his pos- 
session at the time of his capture, but 
he offered no resistance to arresting 
officers. He reportedly said, "I'm 
tired of running." 

Items found in the pick-up had 
prompted the Florala police to notify 
Elba police and ask that they check 
the country club for a possible bur- 
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glary. It did not take long to deter- 
mine that the individuals being 
chased by Florala police officers 
were the escapees from the Coffee 
County jail. 

Chief Coffee County Jailer Zack 
Ennis and Elba Police Investigator 
Randy White went to Florala and 
brought Smith and Dungan back to 
Coffee County. They were placed 
back into their cell at approximately 
4:49 a.m, Tuesday morning - almost 
96 hours after their escape. 

Investigator White stated that the 
two will be questioned in regards to 
several burglaries that occurred dur- 
ing the weekend. It is possible that 
the two will be charged with bur- 
glary and auto theft in connection 
with their escape.

Jack man indicted 
for murder by Pike

On June 14, 1990, this newspaper 
reported the shooting death of Ricky 
Terrel Godwin, age 21, a former 
resident of Elba, Alabama. He was 
living at 110 Forest Ave. in Troy at 
the time of the incident. 

An indictment for murder has 
been returned by a Pike County 
Grand Jury against Ronnie Robert 
Smith, age 39, of Rt. 1, Jack, Ala- 
bama in the shooting death of God- 
win. 

Smith was arrested and charged 


' with the murder of Godwin on June 
» 3rd. He was placed in the Pike 


County Jail in Troy and later re- 
leased on a $10,000 bond. 

Godwin was allegedly shot by 
Smith with a .22 calibre revolver 
during an altercation at 3:25 a.m, at 
‘Whitchead's Grocery on County 
Road 41 near the Spring Hill Com- 
munity. 

The case is set for trial in Pike 
County Circuit Court in November, 
1990.

GRANTS AND FEMA FUNDS ELEVATES BUDGET 


New Brockton adopts one-half million dollar FY-91 budget

New Brockton's "City Fathers" 
approved a budget for FY-91 total- 
ing $507,280.00 

In commenting on the budget in 
Monday evening's council meeting, 
Mayor Jim Driskell stated that grant 
funds and FEMA disaster funds 
which will be received in FY-91 are 
the contributing factors to the large 
increase over last year's budget. 

The actual budget for last lear, 
FY-90, was $346,233.09. 

Under item ‘Other expense’ in last 
year's budget, grants totaling 
$53,276.68 was included. This year, 
FY-91, the total amount budgeted is 
$206,075.00. 

FEMA funds received last year 
amounted to $4,483.29 - this year 
the amount will total $24,267.71. 

The budget included an increase 
in revenue of an estimated figure of 
almost $10,000 in court cost and 
fines. This is due to the $35 increase 
in all court cost approved by a vote 
of the people this year. 

A 5% increase has been incorpo- 


rated into the FY-91 budget for sala- 
ry increases for all city employees. 

After a short discussion during 
the review of the bills, the council 
voted to pay all of them except one. 

A bill in the amount of $787.50 
from D. Bruce McLean, the attorney 
who represented the city'in the pros- 
ecution of Priscilla Foster, was with- 
held from payment by the council at 
this time. 

Mayor Jim Driskell reminded the 
council that McLean was hired to 
prosecute the Foster case for the city 
because, at the time, the city was ina 
period of transition from one city at- 
torney to another. 

The new city attorney, Joe Saw- 
yer was unable to handle the case be- 
cause of a conflict of interest. The 
old attorney, Kenneth Fuller, would 
not handle the case. 

Councilman Bud Goodson felt 
that the city should wait on paying 
.the fee until funds came through the 
court system as a result of the guilty 
verdict rendered in the case. Foster 
was charged with disorderly con- 
duct. 

Mayor Driskell told the council 
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that "We're going to have to pay that 
(the lawyer fee). I had suggested 
waiting until the case was settled and 
the money came in from the court, 
but we're still going to have to pay 
it! You can pay it now or put it off - 
it doesn't make any difference to 
me.....it's a rightful bill". 

The council chose to wait. 

Other matters acted on by the 
council included the following: 
*** Approved a request from Ricky 
Strickland for $200. The money is 
New Brockton's share in the cost of 


a float in the National Peanut Festi- 
val Parade to be held in Dothan on 
November 3rd. Miss New Brockton 
and Litthe Miss New Brockton will 
be riding the float along with "Miss- 
es" from two other cities. 
***Approved the payment of $150 
for Christmas decorations for down- 
town, The request came from the 
Garden Club who will be doing the 
decorating. 

***Approved the payment of 22.5¢ 
per mile as travel expenses for any- 
one traveling on city business.

Two county prisoners take unscheduled furlough

Friday morning between the 
hours of 1:30 a.m. and 3:30 a.m., 
two inmates escaped from the tem- 
porary Coffee County Jail in Elba. 

According to sheriff department 
Officials, the two inmates escaped 
from the jail during a disturbance 
created by an unscheduled "prayer 
meeting”. 

They pried the stecl screen off a 
rear window, climb on top of the 
food storage trailer and jumped over 
the fence to freedom. 

Grover Smith, age 23, a white 
male from Slocomb, Alabama and 
Joseph Dungan, age 21, a white male 
from Ozark, Alabama were the two 
prisoners taking the unauthorized 
furlough from jail. 

Smith was in jail charged with 
first degree theft of property and had 
been sentenced to 10 years in the, 
State prison. Dungan had been 
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charged with the breaking and enter- 
ing of an automobile and also, with 
receiving stolen property second- 
degree, 

The two escapees allegedly broke 
into a residence on Clark Street, lo- 
cated in west Elba, between the 
hours of 10 a.m. and 11 a.m Friday 
morning. An attempt was made to 
track the prisoners with a tracking 
dog from Pike County, but the dog 
were unable to lock-on to a scent. 

Apparently, the two men broke 
into the home to get something to eat 
and to steal a change of clothes, but 
were frightened off by the returning 
owner, — 

Law enforcement officers sealed 
off the wooded area between the 
Taylor Mill road and U.S. Highway 
84W, but were unable to flush the 
two out into the open. After several 
hour, the search was called off. 

Late Friday night, a passing mo- 
torist reported seeing two men 
matching the two escapees’ descrip- 
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tions to authorities in New Brockton, 
A search by Coffee County Sher- 
iffs Department Deputies in an area 
east of Elba near the WKMX radio 
tower failed to turn up the prisoners. 
Sheriff Brice Paul stated that a 
description of the escaped prisoners 
has been given to all surrounding 
law enforcement agencies. He feels 
that it’s just a matter of time before 
the two will be apprehended.

Dealing with grief 


Birmingham, Al. Sept. 3, 1990; 
Health Digest, The Baptist Medical 
Centers - Experiencing a significant 
loss in life, such as the death of a 
loved one or a divorce, is often fol- 
lowed by an aftershock of grief. Al- 
though difficult to deal with at the 
time, grief is a necessary part of the 
healing process. 

According to Dr. Joe Boone Ab- 
bott, corporate vice-president of pas- 
toral care and counseling at Baptist 
Medical Centers in Birmingham, 
grief is a natural reaction to any 
meaningful loss. 

"There's comes a time when, 
emotionally, we have to integrate the 
loss and move on with our lives. But 
immediately proceeding a loss,’ we 
struggle with whether it's real, 
whether it’s a normal part of the pro- 
cess of life," Abbott said. 

Grief can result from many differ- 
ent types of losses. Failures in busi- 
nesses, the death of a loved one, loss 
of property, divorce, and even the 
death of a pet can all be causes. 

In most cases, persons experienc- 
ing grief require at least one year to 
recover both emotionally and spiritu- 
ally. Although some cases take long- 
er, such as the death of a child. 

"Studies indicate that it can take 
up to two years for parents to recov- 
er from the death of a child. This is 
one of the most difficult types of 
loss to deal with," Dr. Abbott said. 
"And even with counseling, there's a 
50/50 chance the marriage will end 
in divorce," 

Several phases of grief must be 
gone through during the healing pro- 
cess. At first there is shock, a preoc- 
cupation with the deceased, a strug- 
gle between fantasy and reality. This 
is followed by strong feelings of 


son through this process. 

"There's a lot of mythology about 
gricving. People somehow think you 
shouldn't talk about the loss, but it 
really does help to be able to talk," 
he said, "A willingness to hear them 
out, to let them express their pain, is 
very often helpful.” 

A grieving person may also need 
to talk with a pastoral counselor, 
psychiatrist or family physician if it 
is too difficult to talk with family or 
friends. But it is important for grief 
to be dealt with and not oppressed. 
This could result in emotional prob- 
lems later in life. 

Feelings of grief will never com- 
pletely disappear. A certain song, a 
smell, or visiting a familiar place can 
bring the memory of a loss back. But 
with the passage of time, and accep- 
tance of the loss, grief can be over- 
come and life can begin again.

accommodate families like the Ste- 
phens, according to Marianne B. 
Sharbel, general chairperson for Ro- 
nald House 2. 

Twenty-four hours after the birth 
on June 7 in Montgomery's Jackson 
Hospital Jacob Stepehens was trans- 
ferred to the Children's Hospital. 
Blockage between his bladder and 
kidney during the pregnancy had 
rendered his left kidney inoperative. 
Two days later the Stephens and 
their 21-month old daughter, Stepha- 
nie, entered the Ronald McDonald 
House of Alabama. 

Cindy, looking back, admits now 
to having some reservations about 
going. "I was still very tired from the 
birth and I was scared." Not really 
knowing "what was happening,” she 
wasn't sure that going to the McDo- 
nald's House, filled with strangers, 
was the best for her family. 

Those doubts are a thing of the 
past. As Stephanie plays in the play- 
ground behind them, the Stephens 
talk fondly of the place where they 
shared meals, domestic responsibili- 
ties and living space for almost four 
weeks with other families of Chil- 
dren's Hospital patients. All guests 
share cooking, eating and living 
space. Only the bedrooms are pri- 
vate. This ag due to promote care and 
empathy -among the residents and to 
provide a support network. The 
smell of a home-cooked meal at din- 
ner coupled with the love of people 
trying to help each other through dif- 
ficult circumstances made the Ro- 
nald McDonald House a home for 
the Stephens. 

Both Cindy and Josh wonder 
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aloud how they could have with- 
stood those trying times without the 
emotional support they've received 
at the Ronald McDonald House from 
the staff and other families. "Just to 
be able to go back there at the end of 
each day and be with people who 
were in the same boat you were 
meant so much to us," Cindy says. 

The Stephens, having returned 
home, are cautiously optimistic 
about the future, Jacob, since leaving 
the Children's Hospital on July 10, 
has shown daily improvement and is 
consistently gaining weight, an en- 
couraging sign for a kidney patient. 
His right kidney, while small, 1s 
working better than anticipated. 
While doctors advise the Stephen's 
of Jacob's need for continuing medi- 
cal supervision, they are, nonethe- 
less, encouraged by the progress he 
has made thus far. 

Though the Stephens have re- 
tumed to Montgomery, the Ronald 
McDonald House, and its plans for 
the future, are still very much in 
their thoughts. "There's no way we 
could ever repay them for all they've 
done for us," Josh says.

PASTOR'S 
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CORNER 


REV. W. MARK GRIFFIN 
ZION CHAPEL BAPTIST CHURCH 


When many of us hear the name 
of the prophet Ezekiel mentioned, 
we think immediately of the prophet 
who had all these strange visions in 
the Bible. If you were to just glance 
through in the book of Ezekiel you 
would find him seeing the following: 
1. A type of chariot flying across 
the sky (some interpret as early 
UFOs) 2. A man literally eating a 
scroll, and 3. The valley of dry 
bones, dead men that came to life. 
So when many of us read or think 
about Ezekiel, we only see this side 
when really he was a very practical, 
hard-working servant of the Lord. 

If I could say anything about his 
ministry throughout that book it 
would be that "he wore many hats." 
That's a phrase we use to describe a 
person that fills many roles and Eze- 
kiel did that! I can understand this 
because as a rural pastor, I fill many 
roles while ministering here at Zion 
Chapel. In one week I may be the 
preacher who gives the message, the 
pastor who visits, the secretary who 
types up the newsletter, the buyer 
who purchases the supplies for a fel- 
lowship. It is often viewed that all 
preachers do is preach, as with Eze- 
kiel and most pastor's that's certainly 
not the case! 

Ezckiel's congregation was those 
who had been taken into captivity 
from Judah to Babylon. It was a very 
low and depressed bunch of people 
that he ministered to. They won- 
dered every day if and when they

questions. 

In one sense he was the priest 
who was able to have these visions 
and interpret them for the people. 
The vision in chapter 1 of the chari- 
ot of God on the plains he said 
meant that God was not limited to 
the temple and that His presence 
could leave and travel with the exiles 
to Babylon. That message was reas- 
surance to the people. 

In chapters 4 - 24, he carries out 
the role of preacher as he explains to 
them why they are in Babylon. He 
explains how their fathers and the 
people in general including them- 
selves at times had sinred and this 
was a consequence of it. But as with 
good preaching he also told them of 
the hope to come. 

Also, in 3:12-15, Ezekiel is the 
pastor who came and sat down by 
the exiles and did nothing more than 
listen. It is so easy to be the preacher 
who gives the message, but at the 
same it is so hard to be the pastor 
who must sit, as long as it takes, and 
listen to the problems of others. Eze- 
kicl shows us the example in this as 
he sat there among them for seven 
days taking in their needs and later 
hearing God's Word to minister to 
them. 

We both as pastor's and lay- 
people can learn from Ezekiel's ex- 
ample. If God has given us and most 
of us He has, many gifts and bless- 
ings, we should learn to use all of 
them for our ministry. We need to be

Horticulture Tips

Winterize Lawns 

You can help prevent cold dam- 
age to your lawns this winter if you 
take action now. 

Fertilize your lawn with potas- 
sium during September. Potassium, 
one of 16 essential plant nutrients, 
helps plants winterize internally. 

We don't completely understanc 
how it increases a plant's cold toler- 
ance, but it does increase sugar and 
starch production for stored energy 
in the roots and rhizomes (under- 
ground shoots). 

Apply 2-3 pounds of potash (0-0- 
60) per 1,000 square feet. Do not ap- 
ply fertilizer with nitrogen in it at all 
this time of the year. Nitrogen will 
cause the grass to be more likely to 
be damaged by the cold weather. 
Avoid Fall Pruning 

There's a right time for just about 
everything. But, there's a wrong 
time, too. As a rule, fall is the wrong 
time to prune ornamental shrubs and 
trees. 

Severe pruning encourages new 
growth, especially in evergreens 
plants. I new growth occurs in late 
fall, it is tender and can be suscepti- 
ble to potential early freeze damage. 

Prune ornamental shrubs and 
trees in the late winter. The plants 
will look prunes the shortest period 
of time. 

Prune peaches and plums just be- 
fore they bloom in February. 
Armadillo Control 

Armadillos dig in rich material 
for earthworms, bugs, grubs and oth- 
er invertibrates. This digging nature 
is the source of the armadillo's con- 
flict with some people; they may dig

in lawns, shrubbery, cultivated fields 
and pastures. 

Live-traps baited with over-ripe 
fruit can often be used to catch of- 
fending animals. These traps are 
more effective when "wings" are 
added to direct the armadillo into the 
trap. Captures animals can then be 
released in another location. 

Spotlighting and shooting the ar- 
madillos at night is an effective and 
selective method. However, this 
must be done in accordance with lo- 
cal regulations. 

There are no toxins, fumigants, or 
repellants currently registered for ar- 
madillo control. However, the con- 
trol methods suggested here should 
prove beneficial for localized con- 
trol. 

Like all wildlife, armadillos are 
unique animals that may cause prob- 
lems when they interact with hu- 


mans. However, the damage they do 
in generally localized and more of a 
nuisance than an economic loss. 

Yard damage from armadillos is 
increasing. This may be due to the 
increasing number of armadillos or it 
could be the drought that has caused 
them to enlarge their feeding area. 
Armadillos are apparently becoming 
more people oriented, I have heard 
of several digging their dens under 
patio decks. They like digging a den 
close to where they feed usually 
within about 50 yards.

A Painted Face Is The Trick 
And Treat Too!

A round orange moon shines 
down from a black October sky, 
lighting the way for witches on 
broomsticks. Small goblins walk the 
street below with bags of goodies 
that flap against their sides as they 
run up the steps to a neighborhood 
house shouting,“Trick or treat!” 

This familiar scene means it's 
Halloween--a favorite time for 
youngsters who on this one night can 
dress up in fanciful costumes,cram 
bags with the making of awful tum- 
my aches and stay up long past their 
usual bedtime. 

But too often the excited young- 
sters, their vision obscured by ill- 
fitting masks, dash out of the shad- 
ows and into the street. There's a 
screech of brakes, a cry--and a piti- 
ful jumble of candy and cookies 
strewn about a limp little form on 
the pavement. 

What can yo do about vision 
problems caused by halloween face 
masks? As a parent, you can do 
much to solve this problem. All you 
need is a little imagination and a 
“batch” of grease paint. the recipe 
calls for: 

*2 teaspoons white shortening 

*5 teaspoons com starch 

*1 teaspoon white flour 


*glycerin (and a few drops at a 
time to make the mixture 
creamy) 

*food coloring (divide mixture 
into different bowls and add 
food coloring as desired) 

The white mixture. without food 
coloring, makes a super ghost face. 
Characters you might want to try in- 
clude the following: pirate, hobo, 
clown, Martian, etc. 

Brown grease paint can be made 
in a similar manner by mixing 1 tea- 
spoon white shortening and 2 1/2 
teaspoons unsugared cocoa. Witch's 
warts can easily be made from blobs 
of peanut butter stuck with pieces of 
coconut, 

After the night of horror use 
shortening to remove the homemade 
grease paint. 

Why? You will do away with one 
of Halloween's greatest dangers--the 
“barely-can-see-through” mask. The 
painted face lets your child see much 
better. Your children are more com- 
fortable with made-up faces than hot 
face masks. You create added fun, 
because children love being made 
up. 


10 TRICK-OR=-TREAT 
SAFETY RULES 

1. Young children should be ac- 
companied by an adult or a responsi- 
ble older child. 

2. Make sure your children under- 
stand that they are not to eat any- 
thing before you have examined 
their treats carefully. Feed them just 
before taking them tick-or-treating 
so they won't be tempted to snack, or 
furnish them with treats from home 
to eat en route, 

3. Attach a label to the costumes 
of younger children, providing their 
name, address and telephone num- 
ber, in case they become separated 
from the group. 

4. Make a treat-or-treat map for 
your children, outlining exactly 
where they may go. 

5S. Your children should be firmly 
told to visit only people they know 
and NEVER enter a stranger's home 
or apartment without an adult. 

6. Instruct your children not to ac- 
cept unwrapped, homemade or unfa- 
miliar treats and to NEVER accept 
anything from strangers. 

7. Children should be told to 
trick-or-treat only at houses where 
lights are tumed on, not at darkened 
ones, 

8. Children should always leave 
and return before dark; otherwise, 


supply them with flashlights, never a - 


candle or other flame, 

9. Give your children small trick- 
or-treat bags that will fill up quickly. 
This will speed up their return home, 

10, In lieu of candy, many parents 
may be handing out small toys or 
coins this year. Examine the bag 
carefully for tiny toys or toy parts 
that may be harmful to your 
child.

Instead of trick-or-treating this 
year, you might want to give a party.

WASHINGTON—"The 
world is building an economic, 
political and military wall around 
Iraq’s Saddam Hussein. The first 
row of bricks in that wall was laid 
down rapidly and forcefully by 
American military might,” said 
William L. Dickinson, ranking 
Republican, House Armed 
Services Committee, following a 
four-day visit with a House 
delegation to Bahrain, Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt. 

"The trip reinforced the bi- 
partisan support for the 
president's actions," Dickinson 
said. "Both the Democrats and 
Republicans generally agree we 
are doing the right thing, in the 
right way, to stop Saddam Hus- 
sein.” 

During the trip, Dickinson 
received briefings from U.S. 
State Department officials and 
top military commanders in the 
region, visited with U.S. military 
forces and met with King Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia, President Mubarak 
of Egypt, the Emir of Bahrain and 
representatives of the Kuwaiti 
government in exile, 

"I don’t sense that a shooting 
war is about ready to break out,” 
Dickinson said. "I believe the ten- 
sion has subsided somewhat. Our 
military efforts are defensive in 
nature, although U.S. strength 
continues to build as a result of a 
most remarkable and massive 
logistical effort, and soon we will 
even have a large Marine expedi- 
tionary force afloat in the region 


eet. 


which could launch an am- 
phibious assault. 
"As Isee it, we must continue 


the military build-up, but first. 


pursue all peaceful economic and 
political means to resolve this 
crisis before resorting to military 
action, 

"I came away from the trip 
with mostly positive impres- 
sions," Dickinson said. "I met 
with many soldiers, including 
nearly 30 from Alabama. Those 
men and women are just superb. 
They are ready to get the job 
done. Their morale is high. They 
are well trained and have equip- 
ment that works. America has 
gotten a good value for the money 
itspenton defense. 

"Burdensharing is a reality," 
Dickinson said. Twenty-two na- 
tions, Araband Western, are con- 
tributing to the defense of Saudi 
Arabia. In Bahrain and Saudi 
Arabia, U.S. forces have been 
given brand new bases and 
facilities. King Fahd personally 
gave us his word of unlimited 
material and monetary support. 
Saudi forces are positioned right 
at the border with Kuwait and 
Iraq - so that they will be the first 
to be engaged if the Iraqi forces 
invade. Egyptian support is 
strong and growing. President 
Mubarak has pledged to send 
more ground forces. 

"As time goes on, the 
achievement of wider burden 
sharing will be one of the 
measures by which I will judge

whether the U.S. should continue 
its military effort. We cannot and 
should not go it alone. We must 
look for ways to develop and in- 
crease the support provided by 
both Arab and other oil consum- 
ing countries, Japan, particularly, 
must do much more, and I would 
like to see more ground forces 
sentto the region from our NATO 
allies. 

"Despite all the very positive 
things I saw and heard in the Per-

sian Gulf region, I have a few 
concerns,” Dickinson said. 

"The first concern has to do 
with how multinational forces in 
the area are controlled, Despite 
the press reports today, it appears 
for right now that the cooperative 
effort between national forces is 
working. Whether that close 
cooperative relationship would 
continue to be effective in a 
shooting war remains a question 
in my mind. 

"My second concern is about 
the long-term welfare and 
morale of our soldiers. Right 
now, our soldiers are fine. They 
are making the best of a tough 
situation. Most have been there 
less than a month, and every ef- 
fort is being made to provide 
things like showers, adequate 
living quarters and hot meals as 
rapidly as possible. 

"But conditions are un- 
believably harsh. Normal 
daytime temperatures at this time 
of year approach 120 degrees, 
and can go higher. At night, 
temperatures drop only into the 
90's. Under such conditions it’s 
understandable that both troops 
and commanders are anxious for 
some relief, 

"One way Congress can help 
the soldiers is to'authorize them 


» to send mail home for free. 


"Soldiers are also starved for 
the kind of information you and I 
take for granted. They need 
newspapers, magazines, and at 
some point, radio. lintend to urge 
DoD to begin an effective com- 
mand information program as 


soon as possible.” 

“During the trip, soldiers also 
informed me that postage stamps 
were scarce and when they wer 
available the desert heat caused 
them to stick together. 

"Taking their advice, our 
delegation returned to Washing- 
ton and pushed for legislation 

roviding free mail privileges for 
eS deserving military person 
nel. I am happy to report that our 
idea has been passed into law. 

"Under this new law, U.S 
military personnel serving in 
Operation Desert Shield need 
only print "free" in the upper 
right-hand corner of the envelope 
and their return address infornia- 
tion in the upper left-hand corner 
when sending letters back to 
family and friends. This free mail 
service is good only for U.S. 
military personnel in the Persian 
Gulf associated with Operation 
Desert Shield." 

"Finally, I hope that the 
American people allow time for 
the economic and diplomatic 
pressure being applied to Saddam 
Hussein to work, The internation- 
al objectives are right, Saddam 
Hussein is wrong and must cor- 
rect his actions. 

"I do not know how long it 
might be before those measures 
take effect. I do know, however, 
that Americans are impatient for 
quick results. In my mind, a little 
bit of patience in this situation is 
infinitely more preferable to the 
alternative which is a violent, 
brutal war with Saddam Hus- 
sein," 
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Dickinson opposes unfair budget package 


Expressing fears that the 
second budget deficit reduction 
package, cobbled together by 
congressional Democrats less 
than 72 hours after the first pack- 
age was rejected, would prove to 
be even more taxing that its 
predecessor, Congressman Bill 
Dickinson says he simply could 
not support it. 

‘This was a package put 
together just by Democrats,” 
Dickinson explained. “There was 
no input from the Republicans. 
The Democrats got together and 
fashioned the budget the way they 
would like it to be, with no 
guarantees, no safeguards, no 
limits except to take their word 
for it. It was strictly a Democrat 
bill.’ 

Dickinson said he voted for 


the original budget bill based on 
the word of President Bush and 
House Speaker Tom Foley, who 
assured him that the Medicare and 
gas tax increases could be 
removed as soon as the package 
was passed. 

That first budget was ham- 
mered out by a coalition of 
Republicans and Democrats, with 
input from the Bush Administra- 
tion, and Dickinson said while he 
wasn't entirely pleased with it, it 
did leave room for changes. 

However, in spite of bipar- 
tisan support from both the 
Democratic and Republican 
leadership, including Dickinson, 
that budget package was voted 
down last Friday. Its defeat 
literally forced the federal 
government into operating at the

Dickinson says COLA cuts in 
budget proposal are unacceptable 


WASHINGTON—U:S. 
Representative Bill Dickinson 
announced recently his opposi- 
tion to a recent budget summit 
proposal to eliminate cost-of- 
living-adjustments (COLAs) for 
certain military and civilian 
federal retirees. 

During an address on the 
House floor, Dickinson said a 
new budget proposal is circulat- 
ing that would abolish any cost- 
of-living- adjustment for military 
retirees under age 62, while main- 
taining a COLA for recipients of 
Social Security. 

"COLA policy should be 
equitable, but this discriminatory 
proposal singles out one group of 
retirees, which is patently unfair. 
The same basic COLA policy 


should apply to those who retire 
under all government-sponsored 
retirement programs, whether 
they are federal/military retirees 
or Social Security recipients,” 
Dickinson said on the floor. 

"I oppose a COLA freeze that 

singles out any particular group. 
There is no reason why we can’t 
design a budget resolution that 
will treat all retirees equitably 
while achieving the Gramm-Rud- 
man deficit target at the same 
time. 
"I have introduced legislation 
that will ensure fair treatment for 
military and civilian federal 
retirees. The ‘COLA Equity Act’ 
(HR 5403) will provide equitable 
cost-of-living-adjustments for 
both 1990 and 1991." 


bare-bones level. 

National monuments and 
other federally-funded public 
operations were closed down 
over the Columbus Day holiday. 
The budget crisis left tourists 
peeking through locked gates 
from Yosemite National Park in 
California to the Washington 
Monument in Washington, DC. 
The White House staff was so 
depleted the President couldn't 
host a reception for the newest 
member of the Supreme Court, 
David Souter. 

Meanwhile, as tourists were 
being turned away and Supreme 
Court justices were making do 
without receptions, the 
Democrats were busy preparing a 
second budget plan. Dickinson 
said while the first package had its 
flaws, its successor was odious. 

"There were no guarantees on 
reduction of future spending, or 
limits on whether defense spend- 
ing would be discretionary or non 
discretionary,” he pointed out. "In 
the first bill, we have built-in 
spending guarantees. The second 
package simply says if spending 
levels were exceeded then they 
would be subject to a points of 
order. Well, the Democrats 
regularly waive points of order; 
so that’s no guarantee at all.” 

Dickinson said the 
Democrats ignored Republican 
members’ concerns. And while 
the second bill did roll back the 
increased premiums for 
Medicare, one of Dickinson’s 
main concerns in the original

country and Alabama’s

budget proposal, it was not 
enough to satisfy the Alabama 
congressman or other Republican 
members. 

He pointed out that the 
second version budget bill does 
not contain any guarantees that 
lawmakers will be allowed to 
remove objectional parts, as the 
first package did. 

"it was a very biased- 
fashioned bill, and I could not 
support it,” Dickinson said. 

Although the second bill 
passed, Dickinson worries it will 
have a negative impact on the 
country and Alabama's Second 
Congressional District unless 
Congress and the President can 
work out a compromise budget 
that would be fairer to all. 

Dickinson admits it’s not 
going to be easy. "For that to hap- 
pen, we've got to move now to 
avoid this budget deadlock,” the 
congressman said. 

If a satisfactory compromise 
cannot be worked out, Gramm- 
Rudman-Hollings will automat- 
ically go into effect and that could 
spell fiscal and personal chaos, 
Dickinson warned. 

"If Gramm-Rudman-Holl- 
ings is allowed to indiscriminate- 
ly cut federal spending, the 
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economy of southeast Alabama 
would be adversely affected,” he 
said. "Under Gramm-Rudman, 
$95.5 billion will be cut from 
defense spending in 1991. The 
Second District currently enjoys a 
total defense-related economic 
pact of nearly $2 billion annually. 
We cannot afford to lose this 
economic base." 


Additionally, Gramm-Rud- 
man would cut veterans benefits. 
According to Dickinson, if the 
budget is sequestered medical 
care for 83,000 VA inpatients and 
1.7 million outpatients nation- 
wide, would be eliminated. 


"It would be a national dis- 
aster for veterans," Dickinson 
said. 

Dickinson said response 
from his constituents to the 
budget bill battle has been over- 
whelming. "During the last week, 
my office has received hundreds 
of calls from citizens of southeast 
Alabama, urging me to oppose 
the taxing provisions of the 
budget reduction package," Dick- 
inson said. "I believe we can still 
accomplish this without having to 
layoff federal workers or delay 
the delivery of Social Security 
checks."

WASHINGTON—A $10- 
$12 million conventional missile 
assembly and storage plant is 
planned for Pike County by 1992, 
Congressman Bill Dickinson an- 
nounced recently. 

Dickinson was informed of 
the proposed plant by officials 
with Martin Marietta Missile 
Systems of Orlando, Fla., who 
visited his Washington office. 

"According to Martin 
Marietta officials," said Dickin- 
son, "they have obtained an op- 
tion on 2,500 to 3,850 acres of 
land nine miles north of Troy, six 
miles from the Troy airport on 
which they plan to construct 
facilities for storage and assemb- 
ly of conventional missile sys- 
tems. 

"Some of the missile systems 
to be constructed and stored at the 
new Troy site include: The Mul- 
tiple Launch Rocket System/Ter- 
minal Guidance Warhead 
(MLRS/TGW), the ADATS 
Mobile Air Defense System, and 
the Advanced = Anti-tank 
Weapons System (AAWS-M)," 


said Dickinson. 

"The decision of this major 
defense industry to come to Pike 
County certainly bodes well for 
the local and state economies,” 


said Dickinson. "Despite defense 


cuts on the national level, 
Alabama’s Second District con- 
tinues to enjoy strong growth in 
military construction and is draw- 
ing interest from defense contrac- 
tors. Martin-Marietta is the 
second defense-related industry 
this year to announce plans for 
location in Southeast Alabama. I 
will continue to do all that I can 
to ensure new defense jobs and an 
ever stable economy for 
Southeast Alabama."
